FIG. 1 is a picture of the inventive absorbent particles; 

FIGS. 2a and 2b are graphs showing the results of static and dynamic bilirubin 
absorption tests, respectively, using activated charcoal and the inventive absorbent 
particles. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Abe et al is 
considered the closest prior art, however, the reference fails to teach or suggest the 
limitation of 1 g of the material containing up to 0.3 cm^ micropores, up to 1 .2 cm' 
mesopores, and up to 0.5 cm' macropores as recited in claims 7, 13, and 17-19.
